“Records of the American Legion reveal a definite trend of inter-relationship be- 
tween the SRC (Southern Regional Council) and the Southern Conference For Hu- 
man Welfare, a defunct Communist front organization.” So states the May 15, 1957 
issue of Firing Line, publication of the National Americanism Commission of.t he 
American Legion. 

The House Committee on Un-American Activities (HUAC), in Guide to Subver- 
sive Organizations and Publications as of January 2, 1957, makes the following state- 
ment concerning the Southern Conference for Human Welfare: Cited as a Commun- 
ist-front organization “which seeks to attract southern liberals on the basis of its 
seeming interest in the problems of the South” although its “professed interes* in 
southern welfare is simply an expedient for larger aims serving the Soviet Union and 
its subservient Communist* 
Party in the United States.”

A very timely and badly needed warning has been .sounded by FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover in testimony before a Congressional appropria- 
tions sub-committee. 


Stating that the American Communists are now intensifying their. sub- 
versive activities and espionage, Hoover said, “The Communist Party, U.S.A., 
has stepped up its program of infiltrating mass organizations, a fact which 
is clearly borne out by our investigative experience.” 


“These front groups provide a very fertile auxiliary of dupes, mis- 
guided, psendo-liberals and ‘do-gooders’ who have utterly failed in their 
attempts te properly analyze the true motives behind concealed communist- 
sponsored programs,” he said. 

These “ne’er-do-bads” play a vital and dangerous role in the inter- 
national Communist conspiracy that identified Communists are incapable 
of performing, by lending respectability and substance to Communist pro- 
jects that would be difficult«if not impossible without their assistance. 

Nowhere have these people created more mi%thief than in the power- 
ful multi-million dollar pressure groups which have been pounding away for 
years at States Rights, personal freedom and racial honor. 

Honest Americans need on longer “view with alarm” in a sense of 
helplessness and futility. Patriots everywhere can roll up their sleeves and 
go to work with their fellow-citizens and neighbors to provide the numeri- 
cal strength and finances to put a stop to this left-wingism, racial chaos, 
and “Big-Brotherhood.”

Reds To Back NAACP 


Of the many great services the American Legion has rendered to the 
Republic, none perhaps, are so worthwhile at the present time, as its publi- 
cation “The Firing Line”. It brings facts before the public that the news- 
papers so often overlook, or do not receive. It brings to light the unwhole- 
some truth of subversion in our midst, and lets the chips fall where they 
may. In the form of a newsletter, it is excellent, forthright and terse—de- 
serving the support of more and more people as the crisis of our times ever 
mounts and spreads. 





The issue of March 15 is typical. It contains interesting passages on the 
relationship of the Communist Party of the United States to the many com- 
munist front enterprises which play so vital a role in its attack on Western 
society. For example, the Communist Party, holding its 16th National Con- 
vention at Chateau Gardens, New York City, drafted a significant resolu- 
tion dealing with future relationships between it and “Social Democratic 
organizations.” “Social Democratic organizations”, translated into plain Eng- 
lish, refers to non-communist Negro, labor and general liberal-socialist 
political movements. 

The resolution read in part, “We must deal with these organizations, 
fraternally, and not as enemies. We strive for their cooperation, not liquida- 
tion”. The Party also voted “to support the National Association For the 
Advancement of Colored People in seeking to end racial segregation in 
Southern schools”. 

These pronouncements bear all the earmarks of a directive for intensi- 
fication of Communist pentration into liberal-socialist organizations of every 
kind. The NAACP received its special attention. 


counter tendency. The propagandizing tendency of the NAACP and its af- 
filiated organizations must be met squarely with information, literature and 
education. As the tempo is increased against us, so must we increase our 
educational efforts.

A Curious Doctrine 


The American State Department, which at times seems to operate on 
the doctrine that charity begins abroad-and the more remotely abroad the 
better—has many exchange programs in process. Some exchange money for 
“goodwill;” others exchange goods, for this or that supposed intangible ad- 
vantage. Some of the programs exchangé students or observers. (One sts- 
pects the American taxpayer pays for the whole thing, both coming and 
going, despite the use of the word, “exchange.”) 


Under the auspices of one such program, The International Educa- 
tional Exchange, an Indian was able to travel through the Upper-South, 
in Kentucky, and write some interesting things about integration in Louis- 
ville. Hans Raj Vohra, senior economic reporter for the “New Delhi States- 
man”, is a British-educated journalist. He was very pleased to see integra- 
tion in Louisville. According to the reports of the Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal, he was “impressed very greatly.” “Integration here (in Louisville’ was 
beautifully planned and it lays the basis for the complete solution. Children 
brought up together cannot conceivably part company again,” he said. 

Vohra compared the withdrawal of segregation’s barriers to India’s 
efforts to erase the status of the untouchable in his country’s caste system. 
India has passed legislation that makes untouchability illegal. He said 
that integration of the untouchables is as far along as integration of the 
Negro in America. He predicted that in India integration may come 
faster and smoother than in America. “The contrast is greater in the 
South,” he explained, “the Negro started from slavery just a few genera- 
tions ago”. 

His total experience in the South, however, was not completely gratify- 
ing. On first arriving. in Louisville, and entering a downtown cafeteria 
he was turned away. The cafeteria official told the Indian, according to 
reports, “We do not permit race mixing in here.” This did not dampen 
the Indian’s spirits. He told reporters, “What I will remember is what I 
saw in your schools. What I know is that there will be no color bar in a 
generation. I have seen your children.” 

One wonders, time and again these days, what the purpose of the 
State Department really is. Is it to throw away the tax-payers money on 
any and every foreign scheme that promises to promote “one-world”? Is 
it to coddle communism in Egypt, lend a hand in the stripping of the 
once great empires of Britain and France? And is its domestic policy 
to promote race-mixing, and advertise to the world that America, given 
a little more time, will be just as brown as Egypt, or just as mixed as 
India?

RACE-MIXERS WANT THE RACES TO LIVE LOGETHER 

The Negroes moved off to themselves and the white people did the 
same thing. Both races want to live alone. They feel strange living around 
each other, becausé they are different.

Southerners have always lived peacefully with the Negro. But we have 
always lived apart from him. is our way of life: to live in peace, but to 
live apart as different races. God made us different, and under the Constitu- 
tion of the United States we have lived apart in peace. Southerners keep 
both laws.

Council Pushing 
Race Integration 


The general public south of the 
Mason - Dixon line has had little 
knowledge that the following policy 
— in the YMCA Year Book of 


“It is now ten years since the forty- 
fifth International Convention of YM- 
CA’s at Atlantic City (1946) recom- 
mended that all Associations take de- 
finite steps toward the goal of full 
participation in the Association pro- 
gram without discrimination as to 
race, color or nationality.” 

The 1954 Year Book summarized 
the Association’s services with minor- 
ity groups and identified the major 
pronouncements and policies of the 
National Council of YMCA’s with 
respect to desegregation and integra- 
tion. 

The Year Book accounts over the 
last decade “progress” toward racial- 
ly integrated programs and services, 
and reveals some dissatisfaction over 
the distance yet to go. 

Approximately 25 to 28 percent of 
local YMCA’s in the country still 
practice racial segregation, according 
to the Year Book. 


Georgia Board Raps 
YWCA Race-Mixing 


The Georgia State Board of Educa- 
tion has moved to break up a race- 
ns pom being sponsored by 
the A. 





The move was originated by the 
States’ Rights Council of Georgia, in 
Augusta, in a protest to the local 

CA against Y-Teen groups being 
sent to a conference at Blue Ridge, 
N. C. where whites and Negroes are 
to be mixed. 

The local Council could not get 
action from the Augusta YWCA, and 
adopted a resolution calling on the 
Richmond County Board of Educa- 
tion and the State Board of Education 
to warn the people of Gongs of the 
influences being sponsored by the 
YWCA in this respect. 

At a regular meeting of the State 
Board of Education in Atlanta, a res- 
olution was adopted prohibiting extra- 
curricular status to student groups 
where race mixing is practiced, either 
in meetings in Georgia or outside the 
state. 





Urge Bus Companies 
To Keep Segregation 


Meeting at Biloxi, Mississippi, re- 
cently, the eleven-state Southeastern 
Association of Railroad and Utilities 
Commission, adopted unanimously a 
resolution calling on bus compe ies 
to maintain segregation of white and 
colored passengers. 

Chairman C. C. (Jack) Owen, of 
the Alabama Public Service Commis- 
sion introduced the resolution. Owen, 


in a strong plea for the Commission- 
ers, declared, “As of now, all that the 
cities of the South need in order to 
maintain segregation on buses, is to 
do business only with bus companies 
who operate in keeping the sentiment 
of communities they serve.” 

Approximately 450 utilities officials 
and commissioners from the South, 
and from a number of Northern and 
Western states, as well, attended. 
The resolution’s adoption came with- 
out a dissenting vote. 


Negro Population Up 


By 1960, it is estimated, 50 percent 
of the children in Manhattan and 32 
percent of those in New York City 
as a whole, will be Negroes or Puerto 
Ricans. The Community Council of 
Greater New York made the estimate. 
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The strength of the Citizens’ Coun- 
cil movement is at the local level. 
This truism has been pointed out 
many times. There is little doubt 
that the reason for this is the high 
caliber and devotion to duty of the 
local officers and directors

THREE TO ONE RATIO 


“During the past year the profound 
social changes which began with the 
Supreme Court’s decision of May 17, 
1954, have developed slowly and 
steadily. 

“We still have three Negroes for 
every white person in this county, 
and in one district the ratio is ten 
to one. 

“On the surface not much change 
is apparent here. Courtesy and kind- 
ness on both sides still mark our rela- 
tions with the colored people. I 
think this is a carry-over from the 
discipline imposed on both races over 
many years by very wise leaders and 
citizens of the county. 


“Notwithstanding statements of 
some of our citizens, our state and 
county have been generous ever since 
Reconsruction with colored children. 
We could not give much to them or 
to the white children when most of 
our citizens were in debt and cotton 
was selling under ten cents a pound 
and timber at three dollars for stump- 
age. I believe Jefferson County is 
now planning to give Negro schools 
equality in teachers’ salaries and su- 
periority in physical equipment. 

BEAR TAX BURDENS 

“I estimate that the white 25% of 
our population will pay 90% of the 
taxes levied for education here. 

“During this past year we have had 
very helpful addresses from two very 
able men - Dr. Caskey of Mississippi 
College and Congressman John Bell 
Williams.

It 
asks that Governor Clement use his 
police powers to remove the Negro 
students and send them to other 
schools. 


Eyed By Grand Jury 


A Sumter County grand jury, at 
Americus, Georgia has charged that 
controversial bi-racial Koinonia farm 
has “close friends among known Com- 
munists and has entertained known 
Communists”.

In its final analysis, the cause to 
which a million true, patriotic Ameri- 
cans have dedicated themselves is a 
critical struggle to save the Constitu- 
tion of the United States and to pre- 
serve for every American citizen his 
inalienable, God-given rights. 


8-POINT PLATFORM 


The platform of the Councils can 
be summarized in the following eight 
categories: 


of government embodied in the Con- 
stitution of the United States are 
eternal, and that its wisdom and right- 
ness shall not be rendered null and 
void at the slightest whims of petty 
politicians. 

2. We believe that the Constitution 
of the United S:ates as written is the 
SUPREME LAW OF THE LAND— 
and that Supreme Court interpreta- 
tions in conflict with its térms should 
not be allowed to alter that status. 


3. We feel that the United States 
Supreme Court should be perma- 
nently restrained f ro m irresponsible 
and revolutionary interpretations of 
this nation’s most sacred document of 
law and justice. 

4. We think there is a need for a 
return to the moral law that requires 
us to think in terms of our responsibili- 
ties as well as in terms of our rights, 
and for halting the present toonll of 
our national leadership toward socia- 
lism. We believe the teaching that 
people have a right to certain stand- 
ards of food, clothing, housing, edu- 
cation, amusement, working hours, re- 
tirement, provisions, and other bul- 
warks against hardships is wrong when 
the same teaching does not also pre- 
sent the responsibility of working to 
earn these rights. 

5. We hold that people everywhere 
should work to become self-support- 
ing, and should resist the growing 
tendency of the federal government 
to foist “benefits” upon a large seg- 
ment of our populace at the price of 
federal control. Further, we believe 
it our duty to make known that the 
federal government has nothifig to 
“give away” except that which it has 
first taken away. 

6. The Councils contend that the 
government’s wild and reckless foreign 
give-away program has contributed 
toward the socialization of our coun- 
try, that it has contributed little to 
saving other countries from socialism 
or communism, and that our foreign 
spending should be drastically cur- 
tailed. The bursting-at-the-seams fed- 
eral budget, the overwhelmingly bur- 
densome national taxes, and federal 
bureaucracy — all of which are so 
frightening a part of the national pic- 
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ture—move us to action. 

7. The Councils believe that the 
sovereignty of the states and the in- 
dividual rights of the people are in 
grave danger from organized groups 
whose aims and purposes are con- 
trary to the American way of life 
under which this country grew to a 
position of world leadership une- 
qualled in history. We believe that 
such threats should be exposed and 
our people awakened against their 
treachery. 

8. Above all, the Councils believe 
that powers ursurped under tyranical 
Court decisions must be restored to 
the powers delegated under the Con- 
stitution; and that we must once again 

come a nation of freedom-loving 
ptople in a union of Sovereign States, 

COMMUNIST STRATEGY 
Because the South lives closest to 


man. But 
while the Communist conspiracy is 
skillfully using supporters of integra- 
tion in other sections of the country 
to accomplish the planned destruction 
of the South, it is also using these 
supporters to undermine the laws and 
institutions of states in the North and 
West. 

The Councils must tell the nation 
why it is necessary for the South to 
maintain, within legal means, the 
democratic system of racial segrega- 
tion—that the South’s problem in this 
regard is an economic one; that it is 
massive, and not easily solved. And, 
that it is not a problem peculiar to 
the South alone. The whole country 
must be made to realize that the in- 
ternational plot to bring the South 
“to its knees” through integration does 
not spring from any zeal to help the 
nation—nor from any real desire to 
help the Negro. 

MUST STUDY FACTS 

There are some who have been 
blind to the years of economic strain 
we have suffered in order to handle 
successfully an inherited problem. We 
study the facts. 
e Negro, living by the side of the 
white man in the South, protected by 
legal segregation, has made greater 
progress than anywhere else on earth 
— educationally, culturally, e co no- 
mically and spiritually. We strongly 
oppose all pressure groups, agitators, 
so-called liberators, both white a 
Negro, who would destroy this prog- 
ress. We will resist their destructive 
efforts at all costs. 


In Florida 


Sentiment in Florida is moving 
rapidly toward a strongly prosegrega- 
tion position. The Florida Legislature 

assed a Resolution of Interposition 
acked by the Florida Association of 
Citizens’. Councils. The State Senate 
has passed a bill requiring the NAACP 
to file a membership fist with the 
Secretary of State. Council leaders 
feel the measure will probably include 
the Citizens’ Councils, to which they 
have no objection, 

A resolution prepared by attorney 
Sam Peacock of Brooksville setting 
forth the general position of the Flor- 
ida Citizens’ Councils has been 
adopted by the state Executive Com- 
mittee. The resolution calls on the 
Flotida press to correct implications 
of any connection between the As 
sociation of Citizens’ Councils of Flor 
ida and out-of-state agitators. A sum- 
mary statement of beliefs includes: 
segregation is a matter of state con- 
trol; federal invasion of state and in- 
dividual rights by court decrees a 
executive orders is opposed; the fu- 
ture of America is in great danger 
from planned attacks by power seeki 
radicals; violence is not compo 
the primary objective is a program 
of education to impart to the people 
of Florida a knowledge of the forces 
behind integration and centralized 
power; the Florida Citizens’ Coun 
cils support the creation of a united, 
determined offensive by the patriotic 

ople of Florida to protect their 

reedoms; the State Legislature is 
urged to adopt a Resolution of Inter- 
position. 
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
